Our remarks about our happy- 
go-lucky stamp collection have 
brought us a windfall. About a week 
ago our mail contained a colorful 
"first day cover" on the new Juli- 
ette Low stamp issue, which means 
that the envelope beore not only 
the stamp itself and a "cachet" 
honoring Miss Low, but also a 
postmark reading "First Day of 
Issue." We hurriedly opened the 
envelope to see who had written to 
us from Savannah on October 29, 
where and when the stamp was 
first put on sale, and found a card 
reading "Compliments of the Oak- 
mont School Stamp Club; William 
J. Laramy, sponsor." 
+ -t- -f 
We were delighted with that, but 
almost before we had a chance to 
thank the boys and girls another 
first day cover arrived; this time 
with a stamp and cachet celebrating 
the 50th anniversary of Teddy 
Roosevelt's Rough Riders, mailed 
at Prescott, Ariz., October 27. And 
then a few days later two more 
covers arrived in one mail; the Will 
Rogers issue, mailed in Claremore, 
Okla., November 4 and the Fort 
Bliss Centennial issue, mailed in El 
Paso, Texas, November 5. 

We might have thought Mr. Lar- 
amy was very busy dashing from 
place to place to buy stamps on the 
first day of issue and to lick them 
and put them on envelopes, except 
that we know it isn't done that way 
We gather that the special envel- 
opes are bought in advance and ad- 
dressed and then mailed off to some- 
one in the city of issue, who buys 
and licks the stamps. 
♦ -r + 
The Postoffice Department is 
very nice about first day covers. 
Not only do they use a special post- 
mark, but they apply it so that it 
marks only a small portion of the 
stamp. The Postoffice has developed 
an amiable attitude toward stamp 
collectors, who each year buy thou- 
sands of dollars worth of stamps 
that are never used for postage. 
+ + + 
We are glad to have the first 
clay covers and to acquire one of 
each of the new stamps as it comes 
out, but we still refuse to become 
serious about our stamp-collection. 
Some of our friends are at the 
serious stage, and it's even worse 
jthan becoming serious about bridge. 
+ + ♦ 
The serious stamp collector isn't 
'content to acquire one or two of 
each new stamp and let it go at 
that; he engages in a constant and 
sometimes fruitless search for a 
"find". He studies the number of 
perforations, the quality of paper, 
the color of ink, and the water- 
mark, hoping to find something dif- 
ferent from the general run of the 
issue. He haunts his local postoffice 
to buy blocks of four; but these 
can't he just any old four. He is 
fussy about getting the four show- 
ing the plate number, or the four 
from the center of a sheet, showing 
the printer's guide mark. 
♦ + ♦ 
These petty differences add to 
!he "value" of stamps, which doesn't 
mean that they are worth any more 
as postage or to mail in to pay the 
water bill, but only that they are 
in greater demand by other stamp 
collectors, who always want what 
they don't have. This constant wor- 
ship of "values" makes serious 
stamp collecting a race in which the 
fattest pocketbook wins and has 



caused many a man to give up 
cigarettes and liquor for what his 
wife considers an even greater vice. 
A man who will yelp about pay- 
ing a dollar for a haircut will toss 
in a week's pay cheerfully to get 
some rare block of four stamps with 
a center imprint. And When he 
learns the imprint has been faked 
with a pen and nink, he will com- 
plain about racketeers corrupting 
an honest hobby, and then try to 
sell the fake to someone else. 

♦ -f ♦ 
Many a wife has been forced to 

give up her annual mink coat be- 
cause her husband is spending all 
his money on stamps. As soon as a 
new issue comes out, he hurries to 
the postoffice to buy sheets of 100. 
That's bad enough with sheets of 3 
cent stamps, of which there have 
been 24 issues this year, but when 
he decides to invest in sheets of 
stamps priced at 5 cents to 50 cents 
per sheet, the family budget takes 
a real licking. 

♦ ♦ + 
Serious stamp collectors always 

use the word "invest" when their 
wives are around. They' don't buy 
the sheets of 100 stamps just for 
fun, they point out, but in hopes 
the values will rise. Then in a few 
years, they say, they'll clean up 
100 percent on their investments. 
What's more, it's an investment on 
which they can't lose, because if 
the values don't rise, they can use 
the stamps to send insulting letters 
to their creditors. 

.,♦ ♦ + 
So far it has worked that way, 
but wifey still doesn't get her mink 
coat. As long as the values keep 
rising, hubby won't sell. "We have a 
fortune here," he keeps telling her, 
so she catches a mink and uses it 
to patch up her old coat. 

♦ + + 
By refusing to take our stamp col- 
lecting seriously, we have saved 
our wife and -family from that sad 
fate. It will never be said that our 
wife's mink money is "invested' 'in 
stamps. It will never be said it's 
invested in mink, either.
